ST. PAUL 

"The lesson that 
Gay people must learn 
from this is that we must 
begin a massive educa¬ 
tional effort. We must 
register and vote in 
every election so that we 
can elect progressive 
people to office so that 
when a Gay issue comes 
along we will be able to 
give support." 

The reaction was 
from Supervisor Harvey 
Milk on the steps of San 
Francisco's City Hall. 
Milk marched with over 
200 Gay people from the 
Castro to demonstrate a 
continuing dedication to 
Gay rights after the de¬ 
feat in St. Paul, Minne¬ 
sota. 

"It is tragic," Milk 
continued, "that in the 
week of Jewish Passover, 
which celebrates years 
of oppression against 
Jewish people, that 
people in this country do 
not yet understand 
history/' The supervisor 
said that although 
millions watched the op¬ 
pression of Jews on TV's 
^Holocaust" special and 
saw "what happens when 
oppression gets out of 
hand" they evidently 
could not relate this to 
the human rights of all 
people. 


The vote in St. 
Paul repealed a 4-year- 
old ordinance which gave 
equality in jobs, housing, 
and public accommoda¬ 
tions. The 2-1 margin 
(54,000 to 32,000) 
shocked St. Paul activ¬ 
ists who had raised 
$90,000 -- 70% from 

local fund-raising. 

Steve Endean, 

Assistant Campaign 

Manager of the St. Paul 
Citizens for Human 
Rights, spoke to B.A.R. 
after the defeat. He 
said, "We are extremely 
disappointed, especially 
at the large margin of 
loss. People here are 
bitter ; angry that the 
American public could 
again — after Miami — 
vote to reject the rights 
of people after they have 
been legislated." 

Endean said that 
the local campaign had 
the overwhelming; sup- 

I iort of most religious 
eaders and civic organi¬ 
zations plus the support 
of the two major news¬ 
papers, the ST. PAUL 
DISPATCH and the 
PIONEER PRESS. He

Fear of the un¬ 
known was evidently the 

? roblem Gay activists 
aced in St. Paul as they 
had in Miami. Dr. Jolm 
Spiegal, former Presi¬ 
dent of the American 
Psychiatric Association, 
flew in to explain that 
Gay teachers being "role 
models" was not what 
made a homosexual and 
that child molestation 
was a heterosexual 
phenomenon. Spiegal. 
who had also addressed 
this issue in Miami, was 
not well received ac¬ 
cording to Endean be¬ 
cause "they are very 
provincial here and re¬ 
sent outsiders telling 
them'what to do." 

The major thrust of 
the successful anti-Gay 
effort came from "Citi¬ 
zens Alert for Morality" 
which was composed pri¬ 
marily of fundamentalist 
ministers and ultra-con¬ 
servatives. Their cam¬ 
paign of implying that 
Gays are immoral and 
child abusers was praised

Local Gays, dis¬ 
couraged but still very 
much alive, marched 
through the streets of St. 
Paul after the defeat 
was announced on the 
radio. Over 2,000 con¬ 
verged on the City Hall 
steps to cheer their own 
speakers. 

Marching with the 
Gays was Mayor George 
Latimer and the Presi¬ 
dent of the city's City 
Council, Bob Sylvester. 

The only negative 
point that Endean could 
recall within the pro-Gay 
campaign was a surprise 
visitation to the city of 
Bob Kunst, Miami activ¬ 
ist. Kunst had refused to 
cooperate in the earlier 
Miami effort, frequently 
speaking out on his own 
about Gay rights to the 
media. Endean said that 
Kunst had been told NOT 
to come to St. Paul, but 
he had come anyway and 
was "disruptive to the 
effort of the Human 
Rights group as he cap¬ 
tured media attention.

Seattle Too! 
Initiative Battle 

SEATTLE, Wash. - If 
Police Officer David 
Estes is successful, 
Seattle will join other 
U.S. cities in a vote to 
repeal hard-earned Gay 
rights policies. Estes 
needs 17,000 signatures 
and is asking local 
churches to circulate 
petitions to repeal part 
of the local Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practices and Open 
Housing ordinance 

The Greater 

Seattle Church Council 
has urged its churches 
not to support the Estes 
effort. It has declared: 
"The initiative is fraught 
with myths and stereo¬ 
types about Lesbians and 
Gay men. Let us not 
perpetuate the fear and 
hatred which this initi¬ 
ative invokes." 

Seattle's large and 
well organized Gay com¬ 
munity is planning an ex¬ 
tensive campaign to 
defeat the initiative if it 
qualifies The Estes 
group is called SOME 
Save Our Moral Ethics 

English Hold 
Consent Age 
at 21 

LONDON - Gay lobbyists 
here have failed to re¬ 
duce the age of consent 
for sexual activity for 
homosexuals from 2l to 
18 years of age. The 
House of Lords rejected 
(146-25) Lord Arran's bill 
which would have put 
Gay people on a par with 
straights with the 18- 
years law now in effect. 

During the debate, 
one legislator depicted 
Gays as "growing in 
activities, groups and as 
individuals m exploiting 
male prostitution and its 
attendant corruption of 
youth, debasement of 
morals and in the spread 
of venereal disease. 

Gay activists were 
open about their sexual 
preference and their 
affiliations in lobbying. 
Gay News (London) re¬ 
ports that the opposition 
that testified concealed 
their fundamentalist and 
anti-Gay affiliations 
while testifying as 
"parents" and "concerned 
citizens." These parties 
were members of such 
groups as the "Order of 
Christian Unity to the 
Responsible Society" and 
the "National Viewers 
and Listeners Associ¬ 
ation." One of the anti- 
Gay groups is now asking 
that the consenting age 
for Gays be placed at 24. 

England was one of 
the first nations to adopt 
a national consensual sex 
bill. 

Scotland is cur¬ 
rently considering a con¬ 
sensual sex bill similar to 
the one in Britain with 
the age set at 21. In the 
Britisn bill it is an of¬ 
fense for more than two 
people to be present in a 

E rivate place when 
omosexual sex takes 
place, but the Scottish 
Sill does not have this 
provision. The House of 
Lords bill has passed 
through committee and 
will soon be on the floor.

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Sec. of State Apologizes 

Child Sex Confusion: Aide Botches Her PTA Speech 


March Fong Eu, 
California Secretary of 
State, has publicly apolo¬ 
gized to the Gay commu¬ 
nity for erroneously 
stating that 70% of the 
child molestation cases 
were of homosexual 
origin. 

Eu obtained her 
statistic from a tran¬ 
script of a State Senate 
hearing (a quote from Lt. 
Don LaGuardia of the 
Los Angeles Police 
Department). She says 
the speech in which she 
made the statement was 
written in a hurried 
fashion by aides and that 
she read it without 
thinking out the content. 
The address was before a 
committee of the Cali¬ 
fornia Parent-Teachers 
Association and its con¬ 


tent was noted by a 
parent of a Gay in the 
audience, Marion Parker. 
Parker reported the inci¬ 
dent to Los Angeles 
activist Morris Kight. 

"Since I gave that 
speech, Eu informed 
B.A.R., "several people 
have told me that the 
figures are inaccurate, 
misleading, unreliable, 
irresponsible and in no 
instance should they be 
used. Based on informa¬ 
tion which has subse¬ 
quently come to my 
attention, I also believe 
those figures to be gross¬ 
ly false. . . . Gay activ¬ 
ists had furnished Eu 
with statistics from sev¬ 
eral professional sources 
which document that less 
than 10% of reported 
child molestation cases

LaGuardia had not 
been reporting actual 
statistics when he re¬ 
ferred to 30,000 cases of 
sexual assault on child¬ 
ren but only to "cases 
that I BELIEVE that 
were not reported." The 
officer also was not 
using any official per¬ 
centage but said, "Out of 
these 30,000 cases 
PROBABLY 70% of them 
are homosexual in 
nature." 


H. F. Broome, an 
aide to the Los Angeles 
Police Commission, 

states that in 1976 (the 
year LaGuardia used in 
nis testimony) there 
were 1,879 alleged cases 
of child molestation with 
728 actual arrests being 
made. ("Child molesta¬ 
tion" and "child sexual 
abuse" are synonymous in 
police jargon.) Misde¬ 
meanor arrests included 
55 male victim cases 
(out of 206 arrests). 
Felonies are not broken 
down as to sex but 
totaled 348 (out of 185 
alleged male victim 
cases and 718 alleged 
female victim cases). 

Disturbed over 
being depicted as anti¬ 
homosexual, Eu has sent 
the following statement 
to Supervisor Harvey 
Milk, Los Angeles activ¬ 
ist Morris Kight, and 
B.A.R. book reviewer 
Frank Howell (all of 
whom protested her 
statement): 

"I supported the 
consenting adults bill for 
four or five consecutive 
sessions when I was in 
the Assembly and did so 
forthrightly. The rights 
of citizenship know no 
race, color, creed, sex, 
or sexual preference. 
The administration of 
those rights must be 
equitable and impartial. 
I repudiate the use of the 


70% figure and trust that 
the matter be closed." 

Eu explained fur¬ 
ther: "As the speech was 
being typed, the elec¬ 
tricity went out in down¬ 
town Sacramento. The 
speech was then dictated 
by my speechwriter and 
thermofaxed to my Los 
Angeles office. I re¬ 
ceived it iust prior to the 
event ana did not proof 
it prior to giving it, as I 
normally have an oppor¬ 
tunity to do. My judg¬ 
ment is that the line in 
question would not have 
appeared in the first 

E lace and would not have 
een given in the second 
place were it not for the 
unusual circumstances 

f oliticians are some- 
imes heir to." 

Former Los 

Angeles Police Chief Ed 
Davis has repeatedly 
claimed that the sexual 
molestation of children 
by homosexuals was a 
major problem in Los 
Angeles. His recorded 
statements to that 
effect were used on 
radio and television by 
singer/activist Anita 
Bryant's "Save Our 
Children" group during 
the Miami referendum 
campaign in 1977.

San Francisco's De¬ 
partment of Public 
Health, Bureau of 
Alcoholism, has selected 
The Pride Foundation for 
a $70,737 grant to oper¬ 
ate the Acceptance 
House (a supportive, al¬ 
coholic recovery center 
serving the needs of Gay 
men and women). 

Pride President 
j Paul D. Hardman negoti¬ 
ated the grant with the 
City with the help of 
Michael A. Brennan, who 
will continue as the 
Director of the program. 

Acceptance House 
provides a supportive and 
therapeutic environment 
to help in the recovery 
of alcoholics. The pro¬ 
gram is designed to re¬ 
move sexism and gender 
identification as a 
hindrance to recovery. 

I Individual and group 
counseling in the house 
[focus on personal devel¬ 
opment. 

Acceptance is the 
outgrowth of genuine 
community concern re¬ 
garding the need for a 
recovery facility for 
homosexuals. It frees 
the homosexual alcoholic 
from the tensions and 
anxieties which might be 
encountered in a hetero¬ 
sexual environment. 
That allows the alcoholic 


to concentrate energies 
on the reed problem: 
alcoholism. 

The grant is far 
short of what is needed, 
and there will continue 


to be the need for com¬ 
munity support to help 
operate the program.

Gay Legal Team to Gather 
Court Decisions 

A group of ten law students are being 
employed by Gay Rights Advocates, a Castro 
Street public interest law firm, to gather and 
computerize every Gay rights decision in the 
United States. 

The extensive research and study 

? roiect is being financed through a substan- 
ial grant from the Playboy Foundation and 
federal Health, Education and Welfare De¬ 
partment. It will involve 4,000 hours of 
accumulating and evaluating data. 

Attorney Don Knutson, who has served 
as Legal Committee chair of the Pride 
Foundation for four years, heads the project. 
He and his team have begun to gather briefs, 
pleadings, and all other legal documents and 
decisions which are relevant to homosexuality 
and the law. The end result will be a national 
clearing-house for attorneys and researchers. 

Knutson says his firm will work closely 
with the Lambda Legal Defense Fund of New 
York City. He also serves on the Board of 
Lambda. 

Gay Rights Advocates is the first Public 
Interest law firm in the West to work 
exclusively in the Lesbian and Gay commu¬ 
nities.

Commented a professor of economics at 
Berkeley, "Entrepreneurs don’t go to a busi¬ 
ness anymore; they launch a tax-exempt 
foundation. The consumer benefits equally: 
he no longer purchases — his expenditure 
becomes a charitable tax deduction. 

The Gay community; "the largest un¬ 
tapped minority market," is particularly vul¬ 
nerable to the fast-buck artists. The Gay 
Movement is a Milky Way of groups, organi¬ 
zations, lobbies all desperately in need of 
funds. Few, if any, Gay social services are 
federally funded. None are aided by the 
United Crusade. Anyone promising them $’s 
can easily exploit both the givers and the 
receivers for private gain. 

As a result there are fund-raisers and 
there are fund-raisers . . . And the San 
Francisco Gay community has witnessed all 
too many who have stuffed their own pockets 
while saving our necks. It behooves us to 
know our fund-raisers from head to toe. 
Some are culpably inept, others out-and-out 
crooks. 

The same words could be applied to 
businesses trying to pass as charities or 
service organizations — be it buying a news- 

f aper, or buying weekend therapy, or buying a 
icket. If someone is making money it makes 
no difference if dollars are extracted in the 
middle or at the end. Profit is profit is profit 
— call them salary, fees, percentage, ex¬ 
penses — only the word has changed, not the 
meaning of the operation. 

Any scheme or outfit that bases itself 
on short-changing the tax man will more than 
likely end up short-changing anyone who 
swallows its line.

Losing the Board of 
Supervisors 7-4 Monday, 
the Pride Foundation in¬ 
structed its attorneys to 
take appropriate legal 
action to block demoli¬ 
tion of the Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center at 330 Grove 
Street. If it indeed takes 
that route, the Center 
may continue functioning 
for some time. 

The courts would 
have to settle this ques¬ 
tion: did the city ever 


make really firm com¬ 
mitments to clear away 
present buildings to ac¬ 
commodate a parking 
garage for patrons of the 
future Performing Arts 
Center? 

Evidence under 
oath would settle that. 
But it is unlikely there 
can be evidence to settle 
a more nettling question: 
was Monday's Board de¬ 
cision anti-Gay? 

All Pride has now 
for an answer are intense 
feelings. A director of a 
"poor people's" arts 

f allery on the Center's 
op floor suggested, 
"Those supervisors can¬ 
not stand the thought of 
Gay people's ideas about 


culture existing along¬ 
side their own ideas 
about culture." 

However, Gay 

sentiment is by no means 
universal. Others in San 
Francisco accept the 
position of the Rede¬ 
velopment Agency^ tech¬ 
nical owner of 330 


Feinstein had voted for 
Marin and Contra Costa 
County interests over 
San Francisco's, Hard¬ 
man said, "She will find 
out just how many of us 
Gay people live in Dis¬ 
trict 2." 

Voting for the 
Pride Foundation’s posi- 


mined from Controller 
John Farrell that, al¬ 
though $30 million has 
been pledged toward the 
PAC complex total $33 
million price tag, only 
$14 million is in cash. 
The Board has previously 
stipulated that construc¬ 
tion proceed only if com¬ 
pletion_is guaranteed.

Grove, that Pride had 
both a clear understand¬ 
ing of the garage plans 
when allowed occupancy 
in November 1976, ana 
was willing to vacate on 
a month's notice. 

Pride president 
Paul Hardman was 
shaken April 24. Lost to 
him from the beginning 
were Supervisors Dianne 
Feinstein, Bob Gonzales, 
Quentin Kopp and Ron 
Pelosi. Dan White could 
go either way, but Hard¬ 
man was confident he 
could win Lee Dolson and 
Gordon Lau. Sponsors of 
the PAC lobbied heavily 
until the call to order 
and finally persuaded all 
three. 

Yet it was for 
Board president Fein¬ 
stein that Hardman re¬ 
served his greatest 
wrath. Feinstein as¬ 
serted that Pride had 
broken promises to her 
not to hold 330 Grove 
"hostage." Hardman, in 
the emotional moments 
after the vote, vowed a 
recall. Contending that 
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tion were Supervisors 
Ella Hill Hutch; Harvey 
Milk, John Mohnari ana 
Carol Ruth Silver. 

Hutch, whose Dis¬ 
trict 4 contains the 
demolition area, was un¬ 
convinced by a city at¬ 
torney's opinion that the 
city had previously obli¬ 
gated itself to build a 
PAC garage between 
Franklin and Gough. 
Concerned about a hous¬ 
ing shorting facing her 
constituents, she was 
hoping that the Redevel¬ 
opment Agency would 
agree to refurbish apart¬ 
ment buildings in the 
block after doing the 
cost analysis she re¬ 
quested. 

Milk waved con¬ 
flicting reports, pro¬ 
duced two years apart by 
Tudor Engineering; about 
the need for PAC park¬ 
ing. Tudor at first said 
parking was unnecessary 
but changed its mind 
when it got part of the 
construction contract, 
Milk charged. (Tudor has 
now assured the city 
attorney it will not par¬ 
ticipate.) Milk failed to 
convince the Board to 
explore possible sharing 
of two nearby proposed 
parking sites. T resent 

this public-be-damned 
Marie Antoinette atti¬ 
tude. The sponsors of 
the Performing Arts 
Center would have us rip 
up housing and a Gay 
Community Center be¬ 
cause they refuse to 
walk one more block. It 
is that kind of attitude 
that turns people against 
their government. The 
real scandal here is that 
the price of this toy for 
the rich is the depriving 
of housing that is vital, 
said Milk.

Farrell was sure the 
funding situation was 
good, but Molinari 
doubted that the pledges 
are legally binding. He 
cautioned his colleagues 
that city general funds 
may have to complete 
the project. "Marin, 
Alameda, Contra Costa 
will enjoy what our tax 
dollars support." 

Molinari indicated 
that some disdain of 
Gays may have been a 
factor in all the frenzied 
lobbying. He charged 
PAC sponsors as having 
instigated a notion that 
his fiscal concern was 
but a sham to save the 
Gay Community Center. 

If the Board of 
Supervisors reaffirms its 
position at its May 1 
meeting, the matter goes 
before the city's Re¬ 
development Agency 
commission. That body 
will then decide if to 
proceed to open bids for 
the demolition of 330 
Grove. A 30-day 

eviction notice might 
then be sent to the Pride 
Foundation. 

Pride's Board of 
Directors have agreed 
that if an eviction notice 
is received that there 
will be no further objec¬ 
tion to eviction. The 
Pride board took this 
action some months ago 
after repeated specula¬ 
tion that some Gays 
would physically protest 
any attempt to demolish 
the building and that 
Pride might refuse to 
leave the premises.

Vandals Strike 
Gay Center 


Paul Hardman, President of Pride Foun¬ 
dation, blamed Supervisor Dianne Feinstein's 
inflammatory and irresponsible reporting for 
the vandaljzation of the Gay Center, April 
24. That afternoon Feinstem announced^ to 
the media that Pride was holding the building 
at 330 Grove "hostage" and that Pride was 
obstructing the Performing Arts Complex. 

Six hours later "a selective calculated 
attack was launched on the building at 330 
Grove. The building’s communications were 
knocked out, 10 phone lines were cut (thereby 
crippling the Center's many social services — 
an estimated 30,000 pass through the Center 
per year). 

Files were dumped and the Pride and 
Gay Center legal files were ransacked. 

Commenting on the incident, Hardman 
told B.A.R., "Once a public official holds up a 
minority to ridicule — indicating official 
disfavor — that minority becomes the subject 
for attack and vandalism." 

J He continued, "Dianne Feinstein, of all 
jpeojDle, should know that — Hitler wrote the

SF Cop Attacks 
Briggs Initiative 


Officer Ray Carl¬ 
son, former Police- 
Community Relations 
liaison with the Gay 
community, has urged 
defeat of the Briggs 
initiative in the conserv¬ 
ative San Francisco 
"Policeman" newspaper. 
"Policeman" is the offi¬ 
cial publication of the SF 
Police Officers Associa¬ 
tion, frequently critical 
of Police Chief Charles 
Gain's friendly attitude 
toward Gays. The Briggs 
measure would ban Gay 
teachers and school 
administrators. 

"Policeman" Editor 
Gale Wright told B.A.R. 
that he was in agreement 
with the Carlson editori¬ 
al and that he wished he 
had put part of it in bold 
type. 

"The subliminal 
message in Briggs' mail¬ 
ing," Carlson writes, "is 
that he stands for law 
and order. He's for the 
cop . . . Nothing. I mean 
NOTHING, could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 
Time and time again he 
has voted against legisla¬ 
tion which the POA and 


other associations have 
endorsed." 

The POA news¬ 
paper has had "letters to 
the editor" critical of 
the hiring of Gay cops, 
because they might 
proposition other cops in 
locker rooms or somehow 
embarrass the depart¬ 
ment. The Carlson 

letter is the first known 
article taking a pro-Gay 
stand. 

Carlson is a regular 
contributor to "Police¬ 
man" and serves on the 
POA Board of Directors. 
He was removed as the 


liaison officer to the Gay 
community by Chief 
Gain in 19 r 7 in a shakeup 
of that detail. 

"Briggs is playing 
on emotions and flaming 
hatred toward the Gay 
rights movement," Carl¬ 
son writes ... "He would 
have everyone believe 
that all homosexual 
teachers are nothing 
more them child molest¬ 
ers. Strictly from a 
police point of view, ask 
yourself how many times 
you have taken a child 
molestation report and 
found the suspect to be a 
Gay teacher. 

Carlson also ques¬ 
tions what would happen 
if the Briggs initiative 
were adopted: "Briggs 
spoke to the subject of 
the 'closeted' teacher 
md remarked that we

have our ways of finding 
them out. That trans¬ 
lates into another 
unpleasant enforcement 
job for the police. I, for 
one, do not relish the 
thought of having to 
place any suspected 
teacher under surveil¬ 
lance, following him or 
her about, listening at 
hallway doors, peeking 
through keyholes or be¬ 
ing a decoy officer in a 
bar." 


In his final blast at 
Briggs, Carlson writes, 
"He is on a witchhunt, on 
a bandwagon attempt to 
achieve name recogni¬ 
tion in his bid for the 
governorship ... As to 
the questionnaire about 
Gay teachers that he 
sent to me, I mailed it to 
his headquarters. I 
enclosed some specific 
recommendations — sug¬ 
gesting which particular 
part of his anatomy to 
use for a storage place 
for my questionnaire." 


DR. R. GO ST AN IAN 
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GOP “Right” 
Endorses 
Homophobes 

The California 
Republican Assembly 
(CRA) has overwhelm¬ 
ingly endorsed former 
Los Angeles Police Chief 
Ed Davis for Governor. 
Assemblyman Mike 

Antonovich for Lt. Gov¬ 
ernor, and State Senator 
George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach for Attorney 
General. All three are 
publicly opposed to equal 
rights for homosexuals in 
housing and employment. 

The Assembly is 
the "Right" of the Re¬ 
publican Party and is 
compared to the Cali¬ 
fornia Democratic Coun¬ 
cil, the "Left" of the 
Democratic Party. 

Davis received 242 votes 
to 65 for Ken Maddy in 
the run-off vote. 


Davis has long been 
identified with anti¬ 
homosexuality because 
of numerous bar/bath 
raids and the many beat¬ 
ings of Gay people in Los 
Angeles when he was 
police chief. Antonovich 
was a floor leader in the 
Assembly in an attempt 
to defeat consensual sex 
legislation and is an ally 
ot State Senator John 
Briggs. Deukmejian 

spoke out in Assembly 
committee meetings 
against Gay people, 
stating that their "life¬ 
style" was public sex. 

Gay Republicans 

Governor Ken Maddy? 
Returning to GOP Roots 

by Bruce Pettit 

Stressing that their 
party regards the indi¬ 
vidual person as para¬ 
mount, Gav Republicans 
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in Los Angeles* and San 
Francisco have begun a 
long-range effort to cure 
the GOP of homophobia. 

San Francisco's 
Concerned Republicans 
for Individual Rights 
(CRIR) formed in July 
1977 when the threat of 
the Bri gg s Initiative led 
certain GrOP Gays to be¬ 
lieve their activism 
could wait no longer. 
The club now has 55 
members. Lincoln Re¬ 
publicans of Southern 
California organized last 
September, and now 
records 30 members. 

In addition, there 
are two older but smaller 
Teddy Roosevelt Repub¬ 
lican Clubs — in San 
Francisco and San Diego. 

"We chose the 
Lincoln name precisely 
because of the human 
rights issue," says Robbie 
Appel, president of the 
L.A. club. The Republi¬ 
can party was born in 
1854 cherishing the 
single issue of slavery's 
abolition, and six years 
later it elected Abraham 
Lincoln. 

"Since then, except 
for the Populist move¬ 
ment of the 1890's, the 
progressive movements 
of any success in this 
country have been Re- 

f ublican," says CRIR 
irst vice president 
David Self. He cited two 
quite different Progres¬ 
sive rebellions by Presi¬ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt 
and Wisconsin Senator 
Robert LaFollette early 
in this century. 

Republican Gays 
believe that pro-Gay 
attitudes are not neces¬ 
sarily liberal and anti- 
Gay attitudes not neces¬ 
sarily conservative. 

They defend that view by 
defining "mainline" con¬ 
servatism as protecting 
the individual from the 
state — in both economic 
and social choices. They 
regret that a neo-con¬ 
servatism which appears 
to be sweeping the coun¬ 
try has abandoned the 
social half of the "main¬ 
line" philosophy by 
demanding to regulate 
lifestyle choices. 

But likewise they 
contend that Democrats 
have consistently 

abandoned the economic 
half of traditional con¬ 
servatism. The party of 
Franklin Roosevelt has 
sought to "correct" free 
enterprise inequities 
through government 
regulation and support 
systems. Democrats call 
tnat "liberalism." 

"We are bored with 
John Briggs and Ed 
Davis," says Lincoln sec¬ 
retary Dorr Legg; refer¬ 
ring to California’s chief 
homophobes. "But many 
of our members find 
George McGovern re- 


AGE reception for the 
Senator in February 
which attracted 800 per¬ 
sons. "We wanted an 
alternative so we 
wouldn't have to listen to 
the rhetoric of the 
Democratic clubs," con¬ 
tinued Legg, "and Gay 
Republicans are begin¬ 
ning to come out of the 
woodwork." 


CRIR's Self says, 
A Gay Democrat is a 
Gay Democrat — that is, 
totally identified as that. 
But I am a Gay who 
happens to be a Repub¬ 
lican." He concedes, 
however, that such a 
conservative matrix — 
that public and private 
life can be separate — 
made it harder for Gay 
Republicans to come out. 
Gay Democrats came of 
age earlier, he says, be¬ 
cause they joined a more 
general civil rights 
movement which 

wouldn't let that distinc¬ 
tion stand in the way of 
fighting oppression. 

Lincoln's Appel 
says, "Our catching up 
will be faster because of 
the efforts of Gay 
Democratic clubs. 

Lincoln paid a tribute by 
inviting L.A.'s Stonewall 
Democratic Club to par¬ 
ticipate in its "American 
the Beautiful" political 
satire and fashion show 
this month. 

Still, that catching 
up will be hard. The Los 
Angeles Republican 

County Central Commit¬ 
tee nas refused to 
charter Lincoln as a 
legitimate club. How¬ 
ever, "being chartered is 
meaningless if you're not 
active, Appel says. "So 
we are an independent 
club that is very active. 
Our resolution to have 
the L.A. police chief 
elected instead of 
appointed has caused 
quite a stir." Lincoln's 
potential donations and 
alliances have achieved 
widespread response 
from political candi¬ 
dates. The club is run¬ 
ning five of its Gay 
members for the L.A. 
Republican committee 
ana another for munici¬ 
pal judge. 

Mike Montgomery, 
Republican Party State 
Chair, was asked, by the 
Political Animal news¬ 
letter for a reaction to 
Lincoln's formation. 
Montgomery is against 
"sexual or ethnic litmus 
tests" in his party. 
Therefore, his reaction 
"depends on the empha¬ 
sis. Are they interested 
in helping to elect Re¬ 
publicans to office? Or 
are they using the party 
to promote a special 
cause?" 


GAY GOP ENDORSES 
MADDY FOR GOVER¬ 
NOR 

Ken Maddy, the 
Fresno Assemblyman 
now surging in the polls, 
won further support for 
governor last week when 
Concerned Republicans 
for Individual Rights 
(CRIR) voted him a 78% 
club endorsement. 

Among the five 
major candidates for the 
June 6 GOP primary 
nomination, Maddy was 
viewed by CRIR as the 
only one with an undis¬ 
puted pro-Gay stand, 
according to president 
Don James. "Maddy will 
bring new life, new 
talent, new people into 
the Republican party in 
this state," said James. 

The San Francisco 
Gay Republican group 
favored national com¬ 


mitteeman Mike Curb 
for lieutenant governor 
(81%). Curb has opposed 
the Briggs Initiative be¬ 
fore conservative Repub¬ 
lican audiences. 

Dixon Arnett, the 
Redwood City Assembly- 
man winning CRIR's 67% 
backing for state con¬ 
troller, was the only 
other endorsee for state¬ 
wide office. CRIR took 
positions on neither the 
attorney generalship, 
being vacated by a Re¬ 
publican, nor on the 
mutually exclusive 

property-tax Proposi¬ 
tions 8 and 13. 

Mike Henderson, a 
CRIR founding member 
who aided its chartering 
by the Republican Coun¬ 
ty Central Committee, 
won 88% support for his 
November challenge to 
Assemblyman Willie 
Brown.

Henderson told 
B.A.R. his stand on Gay 
rights is as strong as 
Brown's, and on other 
issues residents of Dis¬ 
trict 17 (the Richmond, 
Haight, Fillmore, Pacific 
Heights) are ready for an 
alternative. CRIR first 
vice president David Self 
said the club was avoid¬ 
ing endorsements in the 
congressional and other 
legislative races precise¬ 
ly to make the point that 
"we are tired of the 
party leadership not 
giving us viable candi¬ 
dates." 

CRIR endorsed 
three of its own Gay 
members for June elec¬ 
tion to the Republican 
County Central Commit¬ 
tee: Tom Isenberg in 

District 16, and Timothy 
Moynihan and David Self 
. in District 17. In addi¬ 
tion, the club supports 
Lionel Alves and Mary 
Lou Uland in the 16th, 
and Martha Gillham and 
Joan Hukari in the 17 th. 

Ollie Marie- 

Victoire appears to have 
the most solid citywide 
Gay support for any June 
6 campaign with 90% 
CRIR backing for non¬ 
partisan judge #1 in the 
Superior Court . . . B.P. 
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Canada’s Trudeau 
Writes on 
Oppression of 
Gays — Seizure 
of U.S. Books 

"There is no gov¬ 
ernment policy, either 
overt or covert, to dis¬ 
criminate against homo¬ 
sexuals," Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau 
has written to the Cana¬ 
dian Gay Rights Coali¬ 
tion. 

Denying govern¬ 
ment harassment of 
Gays, Trudeau stated 
that the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, the 
Dept, of External Affairs 
ana the Dept, of Nation¬ 
al Defense have found 
that homosexuals are 
targeted for blackmail to 
a greater extent them 
heterosexuals." Some 
activists take this to be 
an explanation of why 
Gays nave been having 
difficulty with law en¬ 
forcement agencies 

lately. 

Trudeau empha¬ 
sized that the federal 
government must "make 
every effort to eliminate 
prejudiced attitudes 
toward homosexuals" but 
he added "this will-be a 
very slow process." 

At about the same 
time as Trudeau's com¬ 
mentary, Canadian 

Customs was seizing a 
shipment of Gay litera¬ 
ture sent to Alberta, 
Canada, from Oscar 
Wilde Books in New York 
City. Seized were 

"Lesbian and Women's 
Movement," "Homosexu¬ 
al: Oppression and Lib¬ 
eration and "The Joy of 
Lesbian Sex" . . . plus 
phonograph records such 
as "AC/DC Blues" and 
"Lesbian Concentrate." 

Rosemary Ray, 
Vanguard Books, said the 
seized material would 
probably be eventually 
released but that the 
seizure was one more 
indication of "the 
general climate in 
Canada at this time as 
we await the decision of 
the 'Body Politic' trial." 

Anita Bryant is 
coming to Western 
Canada in May. Ray said 
that anti-Gay forces in 
Canada were not remain¬ 
ing silent and that there 
would be demonstrations 
when Bryant appears. 

LA Times: Gays 
“A Respectful 
Political Force” 

"The Gay rights 
movement has truly 
come out of the closet, 
and, with the support of 
many local political 
leaders, has become a 
respectable political 
force." 

This is the conclu¬ 
sion in a "Los Angeles 
Times" analysis of Gay 

B ower by "Times" staffer 
loug Shuit. He points to 
several positive events 
that have advanced the 
acceptability of homo¬ 
sexuality: 

* The victory in be¬ 
ing re-instated by a state 


personnel board by Dr. 
Josette Mondanaro, an 
upfront Gay. 

* The healthy sales 
of "The Dave Kopay 
Story," an account of 
Kopay's experience as a 
Gay professional football 
player. 

* The prominent role 
played by Lesbians in the 
national feminist move¬ 
ment. 

* The increasingly 
visible open support for 
Gay rights by the Cali¬ 
fornia Democratic Party 
and its candidates plus 
Republican candidates 
for state office (Ken 
Maddy for Governor and 
Mike Curb for Lt. Gover¬ 
nor). 

Analyst Shuit 

quotes State Senator 
John Briggs as saying 
that his referendum (that 
would ban Gay teachers 
and administrators) will 
qualify in May for the 
November ballot. Briggs 
says, "It will be a real 
fight, a wingdinger;" and 
Shuit writes that this is 
because "there is a grow¬ 
ing respectability of the 
Gay rights movement in 
Democratic political 
circles -- and a growing 
political might of homo¬ 
sexuals themselves, par¬ 
ticularly in Los Angeles." 
(However, Briggs is 
quoted as saying that the 
real fountainhead of all 
homosexuality is San 
Francisco.") 

The "Times" points 
to several Gay groups in 
Los Angeles that have 
developed political clout 
— Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church, New Age, 
the fund-raising MECLA 
group, Stonewall Demo¬ 
cratic Club, the Gay 
Chapter of tne American 
Civil Liberties Union and 
a heterosexual organiza¬ 
tion called Parents and 
Friends of Gays. 

New Age, Shuit 
reports, recently held a 
dinner at the Beverly 
Wilshire at which former 
Presidential candidate 
George McGovern spoke: 
"McGovern called the 
Gay rights movement the 
latest struggle against 
prejudice and discrimina¬ 
tion." In the audience 
were many well-known 
state and local politi¬ 
cians, the "Times" noted. 

Morris Kight, 

Stonewall founder and a 
Gay rights advocate out 
of the 1950's, told the 
Times," 'Our first role 
in this society is to sur¬ 
vive. All of society's 
institutions were massed 
against us — churches, 
schools, the family, the 
courts. We have sur¬ 
vived . . . Our next goal 
was to plug in to society 
and we are doing that, 
too. Look at the support 
we're receiving." 

The "Times" 

stresses that Gays will 
not be satisfied legisla¬ 
tively until they nave 
achieved full employ¬ 
ment rights: "They say 
that what they want is 
the right to live their 
Gay lifestyle free of fear 
that they will be fired, 
held back from promo¬ 
tion or not hired in the 
first place if they do not 
hide their sexual prefer¬ 
ence . . . They believe 
ultimately they will be 
successful." 


Immigration 
Officials Drop 
Anti-Gay Policy 

The National Gay 
Task Force (NGTF), in a 
series of Washington, 
D.C., conferences, has 
succeeded in reversing a 
Jong-standing policy of 
excluding "sexual devi¬ 
ants" and "psychopathic 
personalities from im¬ 
migrants and visitors to 
this country. 

David Crosland, 
Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service's Gen¬ 
eral Counsel, has agreed 
to personally serve as 
liaison in resolving any 
discrimination com¬ 
plaints by Gay aliens or 
prospective immigrants. 

Jean O'Leary and 
Bruce Voeller, NGTF Co- 
Directors, told B.A.R., 
"We believe that this 
far-reaching policy 

change will go a long 
way toward ending this 
country's exclusion of 
Gay visitors and immi¬ 
grants." They initiated 
tne meetings with the 
U.S. Public Health, the 
Immigration Service and 
the U.S. Surgeon General 
which led to the new 
policy. 

In earlier meetings 
the Immigration Service 


had agreed to accede to 
court rulings that "good 
moral character" was not 
a proper issue in deter¬ 
mining Gay people's eli¬ 
gibility for citizenship. 

The NGTF officials 
were joined in the nego¬ 
tiations by Dr. John 
Spiegel, past President 
of the American Psychi¬ 
atric Association; David 
Carliner, General Coun¬ 
sel of the American Civil 
Liberties Union; Surgeon 
General Julius Richmond 
(who serves as Director 
of Public Health); and 
other government 

officials. 

Margaret Costan¬ 
za, Assistant to Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter for 
Public Liaison, was 
instrumental in arranging 
the sessions and was in 
attendance during the 
discussions. Costanza is 
the person who arranged 
the highly publicized 
visit of 14 Gays to the 
White House in 1977. 
She has been setting up 


numerous meetings be¬ 
tween professionals, 
NGTF officials and gov¬ 
ernmental agency per¬ 
sonnel to change policies 
that NGTF believes have 
been oppressive to Gay 
people. 
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Haight: The New Castro?

Could San Fran¬ 
cisco's Haight district 
become as predominantly 
Gay as the Castro area/ 
A number of local citi¬ 
zens and merchants in 
the Haight have been 
interviewed and statis¬ 
tics studied.

The Haight — Who Lives There? 


The nature of the Haight area was 
explained in the Coro Foundation/Compu- 
tronics report on supervisorial districts in 
1977. Who lives in the Haight? What do we 
know about them? 

Prior to World War II, there was a 
heavy concentration of German and Russian 
people, with Catholics predominant among 
upper middle class families. 

After World War II Black, Latino, and 
Filipino families moved in. This began to 
upset the earlier ethnic distribution. The 
district shifted toward a working class ethic. 

Today, the Haight area is roughly 
populated with 14,000 citizens: 30% being 
25-44 and 20% being 18-24. The predomi¬ 
nant ethnic groups are 44% Black, 39% 
White. Residents are 40% single, 43% 
married.

People holding professional posit 
are 23% of the population, while 34% 
skilled and 23% unskilled. 

Income levels vary with 45% of the 
adult working force earning $4,000-$ 10,000,

when the area became an 
overwhelming symbol of 
young peoples confusion 
and aisencnantment with 
all accepted "truths" 
which most generations 
prior had held to be the 
basis of the United 
States' integrity and 
greatness. During mid- 
1967 during "the summer 
of love" 200,000 young 
people descended on the 
Haight. A handful of 
blocks became what the 
Left Bank was in the 
twenties when it was 
inundated by "the lost 
generation." The social 
revolution of the 1960's, 
which peaked in the 
Haight, left its imprint 
on the fabric of Ameri¬ 
can life . . . Gay people 
were part of that experi¬ 
ence also and many of 
the businesses on Haight 
Street at that time were 
operated by Gay people. 

As Ed Boyle, a 10- 

5 ear resident of the 
[aight who owns Haight 
Jeans, recounts, "If 1967 
was the summer of love, 
then 1968 saw its deteri¬ 
oration, and possibly 
1969 was when the 
Haight became 'Hate.' 
By 1970 others referred 
to it as the Haight- 
Ashcan." 

"Prior to the hip¬ 
pies and the 'Haight- 
Ashbury' there was no 
identity or color to the 
whole area," recalls a 
legendary Haight citizen, 
Magnolia Thunderpussy. 
She says, "It was very 
American, mid-western, 
suburbia-like. St. Mary's 
Hospital was the biggest

1969 the grass and the 
LSD had turned into 
heroin and speed and the 
whole place was just ugly 
and dangerous. Those 
who hadn't moved yet, 
moved; and if they 


didn't, then they barri¬ 
caded. the doorways to 
their stores, their homes, 
everything. It was really 
freaky, paranoid." 

By 1973 families 
began to move back into 
the area. The grilled 
bars on the store win¬ 
dows began to come 
down in 1975. 

Conversations with 
Gay business people in 
the Haight revealed the 
nature of the area in 
1978: 

Oz Koosed, Origi¬ 
nal SF Roommate Refer¬ 
ral Service, states that 
the majority of his 
clients are white, middle 
class workers. More 
than 20% of the people 
listing with him specify 
that they are "Gay, 
while 75% of all listings 
are some type of com¬ 
munal situation. He says 
that many former "hip- 

S ies" have redirected 
heir energies into finan¬ 
cial ventures while re¬ 
taining the communal 
set-ups of the late '60's. 

Ed Boyle, Haight 
Jeans, explains that a 
few of the older mer¬ 
chants such as Robert's 
Hardware, Neda's Flower 
Shop and Far-Out 
Fabrics have stayed 
through evolution, 

downfall and new birth. 
They worked to change 
the street." The only 
bank to survive, Boyle 
says ? was United Cali¬ 
fornia . . . Now he says 
there are new merchants 
who are "young, Gay and 
enthusiastic. I opened 
this store two years ago 
and it has been incredi¬ 
ble how things have 
changed. Before, every¬ 
thing was boarded up. 
Now the area's growing. 

Boyle is president 
of the Merchants Associ¬ 


ation which has 100 
members, part of the 
larger Haight-Ashbury 
Improvement Association 
which boasts 700 mem¬ 
bers — including resi¬ 
dents and merchants. 

Terry Duncan 

opened his Strictly for 
the Birds animal empori¬ 
um in November of last 
year. He said that he 
was able to secure better 
and larger facilities in 
the Haight them he could 
have, for the same 
dollar, in the Castro 
area. 

Is the Haight area 
becoming another 

Castro? Duncan replied, 
"This area is already a 
cross-section of Third 
World people, families, 
straights, simgles, all 
ethnic types. The people 
here already interact 
smoothly, letting others 
conduct their Hfe any 
way they want to. 
People are pretty much 
aware and tolerant of 
other people's trips, and I 
don't really think they 
would tolerate any sort 


of wild imbalance."’ 

Rob Bregoff, an 
attendant at A1 & Rich's 
Paint and Decorating, 
moved into the Haight 
one year ago. He be¬ 
lieves that Haight busi¬ 
ness people are tired of 
street people . . . "The 
energy is much more 
dynamic them the 'love 
and peace movement.' 
People know what they 
want now and they have 
become career oriented." 

Boyle agreed, 

stating, "Upper middle 
class people and profes¬ 
sional people are moving 
into the area. A lot of 
the people who work out 
of UC Medical Center 
are buying up the prop¬ 
erty around here." 

The theme seemed 
to be consistent about 
the Gays moving in. 
Boyle also stated that he 
doubted that the Haight 
would become a Gay 

g hetto. He said that Gay 
usinesses (Gay owned 
and operated) have 
opened in the area since 


1972, but that "there is a 
strong collective effort 
on the part of everyone 
to prevent the area from 
becoming a restaurant- 
and-bar neighborhood." 
He believes that the 
people who come into an 
area to just eat and drink 
hurt the regular busi¬ 
nesses. Boyle thinks this 
has happened in the 
Castro area. 

Duncan agrees with 
Boyle, explaining that 
people hanging around on 
the street drives custom¬ 
ers away. Then, he said, 
visitors don't feel com¬ 
fortable about browsing 
and window shopping. 

Boyle adds, "The 
Haight is a good place to 
be for Gays and 
straights. It is getting 
better all the time."

With Governor 
Brown losing support 
among liberals both 
straight and Gay, let's 
look at the alternatives - 
- the five seeking the 
Republican nomination. 

I am surprised at 
the growing number of 
Gay people who tell me 
they will NOT support 
the governor for re-elec¬ 
tion. Brown's consistent 
refusal to speak out for 
Gay rights (other than to 
finally take a lukewarm 
stand against the Briggs 
Initiative, only after be¬ 
ing forced to), his 
bumbling of the Monda- 
naro case, has him in 
more trouble with the 
Gay voters of this state 


than either he or his 
campaign manager, Gray 
Davis, care to think 
about. 

After 3 Vi years in 
office, little more is 
known about Mr. Brown's 
true feelings on the Gay 
rights issue them the day 
he took office. Some 
excuse Brown that as a 
40-year-old bachelor he 
fears a whispering cam¬ 
paign that he himself 
might be Gay. Obvious¬ 
ly; any man in high 
office who has reached 
middle age and is still 
unmarried is fair game 
for all kinds of rumors. 
Still the governor should 
not let such fears keep 
him from speaking out in 


favor of equal rights for 
all people. 

The new mayor of 
New York City was 
recently subjected to 
just such a smear cam¬ 
paign and survived it — 
ana in fact, immediately 
after assuming office 
Mayor Koch restated his 
strong belief in Gay 
rights. 

Brown's silence 
forces many Gays to look 
elsewhere for a candi¬ 
date. 

Of the five GOP 
candidates, the two who 
cure totally unacceptable 
are State Senator John 
Briggs and former L.A. 
Police Chief Ed Davis. 
Briggs still hopes he can 
ride the Anita Bryant 
Hate Train to the State- 
house and continues to 
attack Gays whenever he 
gets the cnance. He is a 
political freak who is 
disliked even by mem¬ 
bers of his own party and 
has no chance of the 
nomination; barring a 
political miracle.

governor. 

I talked with Ed 
Davis last week after an 
appearance on KGO-TV, 
ana he told me he op¬ 
poses the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative and disagrees with 
many of Bryant's far-out 
statements, but he still 
despises homosexuals, al¬ 
though he softens his 
stand in areas with heavy 
Gay population. Yet his 
record speaks for itself, 
and he is every bit as baa 
as Briggs. 

Unfortunately, Ed 
Davis, who still refers to 
Gays as "fruits, queers 
ana fags," has become a 
leader in the race; and 
some Gay Democrats are 
registering as Republi¬ 
cans for the June Pri¬ 
mary to vote against 
Davis in favor of Maddy 
or Younger, and admit¬ 
tedly, the plan has some 
merit to it. Both Briggs 
and Davis endorse 
Jarvis-Gann (Prop. 13). 

San Diego Mayor 
Pete Wilson, once popu¬ 
lar with Gays, has re¬ 
cently lost favor with 
many Gays there; and, 
indeed, most of the Gay 
leaders in that heavily 
Republican city have 
thrown their support to 
Ken Maddy. Nicole 
Murray (one of the best- 
known Gay leaders in San 
Diego) recently said that 
since Wilson decided to 
run for governor, police 
have increased arrests in 
bars, baths, parks and 
bookstores; many of 
those arrests having to 
do with "entrapment." 
Murray, who heads the 
powerful Teddy Roose¬ 
velt GOP Club in San 
Diego, added that 
Wilson, in seeking sup- 

g ort from conservative 
.epublicans, has "gone 
out of his way to make 
himself look like a tough 
law-and-order man." 
Murray and his club of 
over 100 members say 
their second choice 
would be Evelle Younger. 
Wilson opposes both the 
Briggs Initiative and 
Jarvis-Gann. 

The last two candi¬ 
dates — popular Fresno 
Assemblyman Ken Maddy 
and veteran campaigner 


Attorney General* EiTelle 
Younger — are thought 
to be in a dead heat that 

g rows bitter as Primary 
)ay nears. Younger 
gained some favor with 
liberals when he voted to 
confirm Supreme Court 
Justice Rose Bird; it was 
Younger's office that 
found a technicality that 
forced the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative off the ballot last 
November. Younger 

strongly opposes tne 
Briggs Initiative now, but 
has taken no stand yet on 
Jarvis-Gann. Younger is 
thought to be sympa¬ 
thetic on the Gay rights 
issue, and because of this 
moderate-to-liberal 
stand on similar issues, 
along with his support of 
former President Gerald 
Ford over Ronald Reagan 
in the last Presidential 
race, he is in trouble 
with the conservative 
Republicans. Of the Gay 
Republicans I have 
spoKen with, Y ounger 
definitely has some 
friends. Younger and 
Maddy are thought to be 
the best bets to defeat 
Brown, and even the 
more conservative 

Republicans might 

switch to one of them on 
Primary Day. Younger is 
the only Republican to 
win statewide office 
while Brown was being 
elected governor, ana 
actually polled some 
200,000 more votes than 
Brown did that year. 

However, the 

"favorite of the moment" 
among most Gay Repub¬ 
licans seems to be the 
movie star handsome 
Maddy. Considered a 
liberal, Maddy voted for 
the sexual rights bill in 
the Assembly, strongly 
opposes the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative and opposes Jarvis- 
Gann. Maday, a proven 
vote-getter, has been 
elected three times to 
the Assembly from the 
Democratic Fresno area, 
and the Republicans are 
looking for a winner — 
one who can get the 
needed Democratic 

votes, and this might be 
Maddy's biggest plus in a 
race with Younger. 
Maddy, with the use of a 
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big bankroll and a smart 
media blitz, has emerged 
from an unknown farm- 
area assemblyman to the 
front-runner. Maddy has 
impressed Gays both 
here and in L.A., and 
more and more Gays — 
Democrat Gays — tell 
me they like the guy. Of 
those running in the Re¬ 
publican Primary, Ken 
Maddy is the man most 
apt to give the Gays a 
fair shake, and coula (in 
my opinion) "beat Jerry 
Brown." I was amazed 
when at a recent Alice 
Toklas meeting three 
well-known Gays, long 
active in Democrat 
politics, told me they 
would take Maddy in a 
minute if it comes to a 
Brown-Maddy contest. 
Obviously. I don't know 
how I will be voting in 
November, but if I were 
a Republican, I would be 
voting for Ken Maddy in 
June.

Small victories are 
what being a Supe is all 
about -- 'cause there 
ain't no big ones, that's 
for sure. The big issues, 
in fact, are almost ex¬ 
clusively the domain of 
Sacramento or Washing¬ 
ton these days when they 
are not being determined 
by the International Arab 
Capitalist Conspiracy of 
Zionist Communists. 

So I was particular¬ 
ly pleased when George, 
our Mayor, last week 
vetoed a measure which 
would have tossed out of 
work hundreds of those 
kids who now pump gas 
in locally owned service 
stations. Usually they 
sure there because it is 
the only job available to 
them. As proposed, the 
changes in S.F.'s local 
ordinances would have 
permitted the big oil 
companies to establish 
self-service gasoline sta¬ 
tions for the first time. 


As implemented, it 
would have guaranteed 
nothing to benefit con¬ 
sumers from reduced 
costs, which was the 
rationale attached to its 
introduction. 

After a number of 
weeks in which I led the 
fight to either return the 
measure to committee or 
kill it outright, the Board 
of Supervisors passed it 6 
to 5 (Ella voted for it). 

Had this been a bill 
to create self-service 
plumbing operations or 
ship unloading opera¬ 
tions, the screams of 


_ _ over¬ 
whelming. But at issue 
were jobs for the least 
employable, the least 
vocal and the least able 
to protect themselves. 

And then we 
wonder why the burglary 
rate is so high. 


Badeau expresses 
his appreciation to Sena¬ 
tor Marks for introducing 
the bill, which will allow 
HRA the opportunity to 
lobby senators on a spe¬ 


cific piece of legislation. 
He said that it will now 
be possible to get firmer 
commitments from sena¬ 
tors on their attitudes 
about Gay people.

The next logical 
extension of Gay politi¬ 
cal power is to influence 
statewide elections. As 
soon as more Gay people 
all over California come 
to the realization that 
voting for their pocket- 
book is not as important 
as voting for our rights, 
then the Gay vote will 
become solid and power¬ 
ful. It would become as 
important as any other 
minority bloc m the 
state. If Jerry Brown 
faces Ken Maady this 
year, the Gay vote might 
make the difference as 
to which becomes Gover¬ 
nor. If not this year, 
most certainly in four 
years, the Gay vote will 
be powerful enough to 
tip the primary race or 
even the general elec¬ 
tion. 


The task for the 
Gay community, state¬ 
wide, is to start the 
organizing of a true non- 
partisan California Gay 
Caucus which will put all 
candidates for statewide 
office in the same posi¬ 
tion as those who run for 
office in San Francisco. 
Votes, money, workers — 
they are available. The 
candidates must seek 
them and earn them. 


This year will be 
the start of the state 
Gay Caucus. The first 
attempt to bring the 
candidates and the Gay 
community together is 
being; tried in Los 
Angeles on Saturday, 
May 6. Some have ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of 
doing it this year when 
there is no race within 
the Democratic Party 
for Governor or Lt. Gov¬ 
ernor to provide interest.

In no other state 
has such an undertaking 
ever taken place. We 
will see Gay women and

done and set the ground¬ 
work for the next four 
years and beyond. It is 
exciting. 

Every candidate 
for every statewide 
office was invited. 
Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans. It will be inter¬ 
esting, to see who attends 
and what is said by those 
who do. The Gay Caucus 
will publish the results 
throughout the state. 
We will not endorse, but 
we will say who felt it 
was important enough to 
attend and what they 
said. 

Maybe they will all 
show up. Maybe none 
will. But now, for the 
first time, those who 
want the Gay vote are 
being given the chance 
to seek the Gay vote. 
Up front. Not in private 
meetings with a handful 
of Gay people. 

May 6 at the Bona- 
venture Hotel in Los 
Angeles will tell us a lot.

Tavern Guild 

HILLSBOROUGH RE- 
WARD PAID 

The Tavern Guild 
of San Francisco, during 
a meeting of its Board of 
Directors, paid the sums 
of $1,666.67 each to two 
individuals (certified by 
the City Attorney as 
witnesses) who gave in¬ 
formation that led to 
arrests and courtroom 
testimony that led to the 
conviction of the mur¬ 
derers of Robert Hills¬ 
borough in June of last 
year. 

The Tavern Guild 
had offered a reward of 
$5,000 at the time of 
Hillsborough's murder. 
The City Attorney de¬ 
cided that the reward, 
plus one of equal amount 
offered by the city, 
should be divided among 
three witnesses. Tavern 
Guild Vice President 
Wayne Friday confirmed 
the payments, but de¬ 
clined to release the 
names of the recipients. 
Friday said that the third 
witness has thus far de¬ 
clined to claim his share 
of the reward, but is 
expected to do so. 


Murder Triggers 
Toronto 
Clean-Up 

TORONTO - Three men 
have been found guilty in 
this city in a sensational 
sex-murder case involv¬ 
ing, the "sexual abuse" 
and murder of a 12-year- 
old Portuguese immi¬ 
grant who was employed 
as a shoeshine boy. The 
boy’s body had been dis¬ 
covered atop a massage 
parlor/steam bath in the 
sex strip of Yonge 
Street. 

The New York 
Times reports that 

Yonge Street had be¬ 
come a center for 
straight and Gay sex 
establishments, including 
steam baths, porno 

movie theaters ana sex 
shops. Now, with the 

conviction of the three 
men receiving consider¬ 
able publicity, the city 
has moved to close down 
the area. Health, police 
and fire authorities are 
moving through the dis¬ 
trict, strictly enforcing 
laws that are resulting in 
the closing of many busi¬ 
nesses. 

"One of the most 
affected groups in the 
city," according to the 
Times, "is the city's 
homosexual population, 
which maintains five 
active organizations. 
George Hyslop, head of 
the largest group, the 
Community Homophile 
Association, said that 
much of the hostility 
resulting from the crime 
had begun to die down, 
but he acknowledged 
that the drive for offi¬ 
cial recognition of homo¬ 
sexual rights in the 
Ontario Human Rights 
Code had been made 
more difficult." 

A recent visit by 
singer/activist Anita 
Bryant and her state¬ 
ments about the "homo¬ 
sexual sinners" contribu¬ 
ted to the hysteria. 
Police harassment has 
included the raiding of 
the offices of the Gay 
publication Body Politic, 
and the arrest of its offi¬ 
cers. Body Politic is 
again publishing.

The Enemy Within 




by Jack Warner 


A friend of mine 
asks me why I so often 
write about antihomo¬ 
sexuality in a publication 
that is read mainly by 
Gay people. "It’s 

straight people you ought 
to be talking to," he 
says. "Gay people al¬ 
ready know what the 
problems Eire." There 
are some obvious 
answers. For one thing, 
it’s next to impossible to 
tell straight people any¬ 
thing directly, because 
the straight press is 
closed to the Gay view¬ 
point. For another thing, 
the B.A.R. is read by 
many straight people — 
perhaps more than any of 
us have yet guessed. But 
the most important 
answer is that there are 
many, many Gay people 
who are themselves anti¬ 
homosexual. I hope that 
they will listen to what I 
have to say) because I'm 
firmly convinced that we 
can't be liberated from 
our straight oppressors 
until we are liberated 
within ourselves. 

The need for the 
self-liberation of Gay 
people has taken on 
special meaning for me 
because of a couple of 
things that have hap¬ 
pened recently. In my 
last column I pointed out 
that Dianne Feinstein's 
statement regarding the 
new Gay rights ordinance 
is blatantly antihomo¬ 
sexual. But I had scarce¬ 
ly put the last period to 
tnat column when I 
picked up the "Chroni¬ 
cle" and found a letter 
from a self-proclaimed 
Gay man who screamed 
to the world that he 
agrees with Feinstein. I 
can only wonder why a 
Gay man should be such 
a willing victim. Why is 
he so eager to raise his 
neck to meet the falling 
ax? 

That same week I 
found myself embroiled 
in an argument with a 
literary agent who was 
recommended to me pre¬ 
cisely because he's Gay. 
The man was clearly agi¬ 
tated when he said to 
me, "Why do you insist 
upon thrusting Gay 
subjects on straight 
people? They don't want 
to hear these things." I 
replied: "For years 

straight people have 
been thrusting their 
propaganda on me when I 
didn't want to hear it. 
Isn't it time straight 
people listened to us tor 
a change? How are we 
ever going to be heard — 
how are we ever going to 
change things — unless 
we have the courage to 
speak out?" As the argu¬ 
ment progressed, the 
man became even more 
emotional. Since there 
are plenty of Gay books 
in print nowadays, I 
again wondered what 
could be the problem. 
But then the man said, 'I 
don't want to have any¬ 


thing to do with Gay 
subjects," and I under¬ 
stood: the man himself 
felt threatened. I was 
forcing him to consider 
the possibility of a world 
where Gay subjects could 
be openly discussed and 
openly accepted — and 
he was terrified. 

In that remarkable 
book "The Church and 
the Homosexual," Father 
John J. McNeill says that 
"there is a serious prob¬ 
lem leading to consider¬ 
able pathological conse¬ 
quences . . .; that 
problem is not homo¬ 
sexuality as such but 
homophobia. The disease 
of homophobia consists 
in an attitude held by a 
majority of homosexuals 
themselves." It's not a 
disease, in my opinion, 
and I certainly hope that 
"a majority of Gay 
people aren't homo¬ 
phobic, but otherwise 
Father McNeill makes a 
good point. The reason 
isn't hard to find: Gay 

{ >eople are conditioned, 
ike everyone else, by 
the society in which we 
live, and that society is 
homophobic. Too many 
Gay people have learned 
their lessons too well. 

Homophobia (fear 
of homosexuality) invari¬ 
ably leads to antihomo¬ 
sexuality (active opposi¬ 
tion to it). For Gay 
people, antihomosexu¬ 
ality can take a variety 
of forms, but in the end 
they are all self-defeat¬ 
ing. Any time a Gay 
person raises his voice to 
condemn Gay tastes or 
Gay behavior — in him¬ 
self or others — he 
becomes antihomosexual. 
Even when he merely 
accepts the antihomo¬ 
sexuality of someone 
else, he commits an anti-, 
homosexual act. And 
that act can only have 
repercussions that con¬ 
tribute to the persecu¬ 
tion of us all — including 
the person who has been 
so obliging to the perse¬ 
cutors. 

Much progress has 
been made m acquiring 
Gay rights, but there is 
still a long way to go. So 
far ? we have given the 
major part of our atten¬ 
tion to the straight 
world, but maybe we also 
ought to look at our¬ 
selves. For I don't think 
that we can convince 
straight people that we 
deserve liberation unless 
we can first convince 
ourselves. We can't 
achieve liberation by 
demonstrations and con¬ 
frontations alone — we 
must also learn the quiet 
argument and rational 
thinking, and these can 
be mastered only through 
self-understanding. 

Moreover, when all 
is said and done, the very 
idea of liberation is 
meaningless unless we 
are truly liberated 
within. 


I wish that the Gay 
man who writes fawning 
letters to the newspapers 
would spend some time 
thinking about his own 
motives before he rushes 
to his typewriter. And I 
wish that the literary 
agent would, just once, 
show some concern for 
what needs to be said 
instead of what he thinks 
people want to hear — 
because the first deaf 
ear is his own. Libera¬ 
tion begins at home. 


Retired Gay Cop 
Debates on ‘AM’ 


Two retired police 
officers appeared on the 
April 14 AM America" 
television program to 
debate "Gay cops" na¬ 
tionally. The Gay was a 
closeted former officer 
who was shadowed in 
darkness so that his iden¬ 
tity could not be known. 

The Gay spoke out 
in favor of the open 
hiring of upfront Gay 
police officers, as 
recommended by San 
Francisco Police Chief 
Charles Gain. He said 
that his life as a closeted 
Gay cop, "The Lavender 
S|gld,"^ will be pub- 

The opposing for¬ 
mer cop said that a Gay 
person could not remain 
closeted for long if 
he/she were an officer as 
"eventually it would 
come out." He presented 
the argument that 
straight officers might 
be "approached" by Gay 
officers. 


Pride Foundation's 
Board of Directors held 
their annual meeting to 
elect officers on April 
18. In addition, new 
titles were created and a 
new set of By-laws were 
developed. 

A new office of 
President was created to 
describe the Chief Exec¬ 
utive Officer of the 
organization. Paul D. 
Hardman, who has served 
Pride as Chair for the 
past few years, was 
elected President by 
acclamation. 

Larry Long, a well- 
known local attorney, 
was elected Chairman; 
Perry George was 
elected Vice President; 
Jim Thies was elected 
Treasurer; and Mark 
Hetts was elected Secre¬ 
tary. 

In addition to these 
officers, Attorney John 
Vaisey and Don Cof- 
finger were elected to 
the Executive Commit¬ 
tee. 

Jim Thies has been 
active in Pride for about 
a year, as has Mark 
Hetts. They came to 
Pride as volunteers, then 
became employees and 
now they are officers. 
This is in keeping with 
Pride's policy of bringing 
new blood into commu¬ 
nity leadership. Pride is 
proud of its success in 
the past year, not only in 
keeping tne Gay commu¬ 
nity flourishing but in 
getting and enjoying the 
support of women and 
third world groups, espe¬ 
cially within the Black 
community.

The idea is 
the brainchild of Bill 
Dodge and Jim Hoffman, 
marketing specialists 
who have devoted most 
of their past six months 
to the project. 

A first reaction to 
the checkbook sized 
"Keys" is its handsome 
appearance, and closer 
scrutiny reveals con¬ 
siderable attention to 
detail. 

The opening 10 
pages consist of first an 
index of all the partici¬ 
pating businesses and 
services by category 
(from antiques to window 
coverings). An alpha¬ 
betical list of partici¬ 
pants follows. The body 
of the book is divided 
into geographical areas: 
Polk, Pacific Heights, 
Castro, etc. 

On its coupon, each 
business is represented 
by a logo ana is de¬ 
scribed and the discount 
spelled out. On the back 
of each coupon, the busi¬ 
ness appears on a map. 

The discounts are 
generally modest, rang¬ 
ing from 10% to 20% off 
— with most at 10%. 
Hence it all depends on 
the frequency and degree 
one employs his dis¬ 
counts that make the 
book a high return 
investment or merely a 
curio. 

The book takes at 
least 45 minutes to read 
through -- if nothing 
else. Some of the par¬ 
ticipants are old stand¬ 
bys like the *P.S. and 
Dave's Baths. But there 
are more than a few sur¬ 
prises — businesses one 
never heard of, places 
that suddenly look inter¬ 
esting and appealing. 

"Keys" has a fan¬ 
tasy appeal — one hard 
to resist — visions of 
sugar plums well up be¬ 
fore the eyes: "I could

Club-SF Baths 
Settles Suit 

The Club Baths of 
San Francisco, 8th & 
Howard Streets, has 
agreed to an out-of- 
court settlement in a 
case of alleged discrimi¬ 
nation. The firm, owned 
by Hawaiian Village, 
Inc., has paid $800 to 
Bois Burk, 71, who 
alleged that he had been 
denied admission to the 
baths because of his age. 
He stated that he had 
been excluded on two 
occasions. 

Burk had filed his 
suit against the bath 
chain under the Cali¬ 
fornia Unruh Civil Rights 
Act in Municipal Court 
here. In a similar suit in 
Small Claims Court, 
Hank Wilson won a $250 
claim against the same 
business. Wilson alleged 
that he had been denied 
admission after he was 
identified by a clerk as a 
member of the activist 
Bay Area Gay Liberation 
(BAGL) organization. 

The Unruh Act 
allows for at least $250 
in compensation in 
proven cases of discrimi¬ 
nation in businesses of¬ 
fering public accommo¬ 
dations.

School Principals 
Quizzed on 
Teachers 

McCall’s has re¬ 
leased the results of a 
survey of 1,400 school 
principals. McCall’s 

calls itself "a magazine 
for suburban women." 

The study revealed 
that only 11% had ever 
had a complaint about a 
Gay teacher and that 
most of those complaints 
came from parents. 
Sexual contact was 
alleged in 7% of these 
cases. Over 90% said 
that complaints were 
"isolated" occurrences. 

Heterosexual com¬ 
plaints about alleged 
teacher-student relations 
were placed at 13% with 


83% not recurring. 

Do any teachers 
discuss homosexuality in 
the classroom? Only 23 
principals said they knew 
of such a case, 1.6% of 
the total.

The 
book's subtitle is "A 
Study of Diversity 
Among Men and Women 1 ' 
with Gays classified as 
monogamous couples, 
sexually loose "open 
couples," swinging 

singles, etc. Variations 
include the asexual, the 
secretive, and the re¬ 
gretful. 

Bell admits that 
the study may not be 
typical as it was basical¬ 
ly conducted in San 
Francisco after some re¬ 
search in Chicago's Gay 
community. He told 
NEWSWEEK magazine — 
which has revealed some 
of the contents of the 
forthcoming book — that 
Tm sure if we'd gone to 
Beaufort, S.C., we would 
have come up with a 
different picture. But 
San Francisco may be a 
model for the future in 
terms of institutional 
supports for the homo- 
S sexual." 

"Homosexualities" 
concludes that the Gay 
life is not as sex- 
obsessed and as anxiety- 
ridden as generally be¬ 
lieved. The authors 
explain that many homo¬ 
sexuals lead lives of 
quiet, unharried domes¬ 
ticity — especially 
among Lesbians. They 
urge that couples in¬ 
volved in these unions 
may be better adjusted 
and. happier than married 
heterosexuals. 

The statistics gar¬ 
nered in San Francisco 
also reveal an incredibly 
extensive amount of 
sexual activity with a 
variety of partners 
among the "swinging" 
Gay males. Bell con¬ 
tends that similar statis¬ 
tics would probably be 
available for heterosexu¬ 
al singles if sex were as 
readjly available for 
straights. 

Some San Fran¬ 
cisco male Gays esti¬ 
mate they have nad 100- 
500 different partners, 
with 28% claiming 1,000 
or more one-night 
stands. The side effects 
of this much sexual 
activity is that two- 
thirds of the Gay men 
have had a venereal dis¬ 
ease and that there are a 
larger number of arrests 
than among heteros (al¬ 
though few of the arrests 
were for sexual of¬ 
fenses). 

The book describes 
the cruising game in 82 
Gay bars, the "tubs" and 
"tearooms." Bell and 
Weinberg describe the 
desperate rush for 
partners-for-the-night as 
many bars approach the 
2AM closing time. 
Group sex in restrooms 
and the busy orgy rooms 
in bathhouses are de¬ 
scribed in the authors’ 
attempt to accurately 
portray all aspects of the 
"Gay lifestyle." 

Emotional conflict 
and suicidal tendencies 
are minimal in the Gay 
scene, according to the 
authors, mythmojgy to 
the contrary. Their find¬ 
ings reveal that the 
majority of Gay people 
lead relatively quiet 
lives with only occasion¬ 
al visits to the bars and 


baths and that most ac¬ 
cept their sexual inclina¬ 
tions, having no inclina¬ 
tion to change them. 
Few Gays in San Fran¬ 
cisco feel that they are 
oppressed, discriminated 
against, or harassed. 
Among Lesbians the 
relationships are longer 
with less than ten part¬ 
ners in a lifetime . . . the 
authors state that both 
Gay men and Lesbians 
have more joyously un¬ 
restrained ana enthusi¬ 
astic lives than their 
heterosexual counter¬ 
parts (a comparative test 
group was used). 

The conclusion 
reached in "Homosexu¬ 
alities" is that few 
homosexuals are inter¬ 
ested in seducing minors 
or rape and that "rela¬ 
tively few homosexual 
men and women conform 
to the hideous stereotype 
most people have of 
them." The sex contacts 
may be more frequent 
but they are most often 
consummated with the 
full consent of the per¬ 
sons involved and usually 


in the privacy of one ot 
the partners' homes. The 
authors editorialize, 
"Many could very well 
serve as models of social 
comportment and 

psychological maturity." 

"Homosexualities" 
is the second of three 
books on the subject of 
homosexuality published 
by the Kinsey Institute. 
The first was a review of 
homosexual literature. 
The new study is the 
second book. The third 
will possibly be the most 
controversial as it will 
discuss the experiences 
that "contribute" to 
homosexuality. 

NEWSWEEK'S re¬ 
view (by David Gelman) 
of the Bell/Weinberg 
analysis concludes that 
the rt weight and compas¬ 
sion of the book's argu¬ 
ment could tilt the 
battle in favor of the 
Gays. But there is 
enough ambiguity in the 
data for both sides to 
hurl at one another in a 
prolonged and inconclu¬ 
sive war."

AN ACTOR S DILEMMA 

At a certain point 
every actor has to face 
the fact that more work 
is to be had in either 
New York or Los 
Angeles. Some people 
approach the situation 
with stars in their eyes. 

Marvin Feldman 
was being coldly practi¬ 
cal when he left San 
Francisco and moved to 


the Big Apple this 
winter. Having just 

G raduated from San 
rancisco State's 

Theater Department, he 
had worked in local 
theater projects, and 
starred as RUMPEL- 
STILTSKIN at the col¬ 
lege. He had taught 
theater to six-year-old 
children, using his craft 
to help the kids partici- 

? ate in the world of fan- 
asy and make-believe. 
But his work in the Bay 
Area left him dissatis¬ 
fied. He often found he 
was far more talented 
than the people he was 
working with. And when 
he performed, it was 
painfully obvious to the 
audience. No matter 
how much he enjoyed 
living in San Francisco, 
the time had come to 
pick up and move. 

Los Angeles prob¬ 
ably offered tne greatest 
amount of television and 
commercial work, but 
there was something 
about "LA-land" that was 
a definite turnoff. Too 
many "trips." What he 
had not had for a long 
time was the stimulus of 
some rough competition. 
An actor works best 
when the people around 
him are good enough to 
challenge him. Marvin 
decidea to move to New 
York and test his skills. 

The move also in¬ 
volved a drastic change 
of lifestyle. "Hey, you 
can't just walk down to 


Castro and have coffee 
at the Bakery. It's cold. 
It takes time to get to 
your lessons, and it s a 
lot more expensive in 
New York. At this point, 
the irony of it is that 
even if I get offered a 
iob, I can't afford to join 
Equity because I don't 
have the money. If I did 
join. I would have to 
work for less money than 
I'm making now in a 
restaurant, so I'm not too 
worried."

When I look at 
a straight man I wonder: is he 
going to have enough sensitivity?”

Other aspects of California life 
leave the New York native cold 
also. “It’s such a bo-o-ring society. 
Everybody is goodlooking, every¬ 
body. They all have these little 
figures-the teachers, 75-year-old 
women! They all wear the same 
thing, and nobody reads. Too 
homogenized! I guess I’ll always 
be an outsider out.there.” 

Television, so much a part of 
southern California, causes a vio¬ 
lent reaction in her. “I hate TV. 
Disgusting. The only thing good is 
“Saturday Night Live.” I adored 
‘Femwood 2-Night’ and cried 
when Mary Tyler Moore went off. 
But on the whole you see things 
like ‘Three’s Company’ or ‘Eight 


Is Enough’ and go ‘Oh Go-o-d.’ 
I’ll never appear on TV except for 
talk shows. The only way I’d have 
my own show is if it were a talk 
show where I could say to a guest, 
‘Come off it, you’re full of shit.’ 
They’re always so careful of what 
they say on the air.” 

As has been the case since her 
first monologue, Joan Rivers tries, 
not to be too careful. While she 
pointed out that comedy today is 
more truthful than a decade ago, 
there are still some subjects better 
left untouched. 

“They still get crazy over poli¬ 
tics. And they find nothing funny 
about death. When my mother 
died, I went back to work three 
days later. That’s what saved me. 
On the day of the funeral I went 
to get my hair done. ‘When I die,’ 
my mother said, ‘you better look 
good for the enemy relatives.’ I 
told the hairdresser, ‘If you don’t 
fix this hair, you’re going to be 
doing my mother’s in an hour,’ He 
stared at me in shock. ‘How can 
you make a joke about your dead 
mother?’ he said. But that’s what 
kept me going.” 


The typical “fag jokes” still 
exist, she acknowledges, but 
aren’t as prevalent as they once 
were. “Look at Jodie on ‘SOAP.’ 
He was silly at first, but then be¬ 
came lovable. Now you just adore 
him. Things are coming around— 
look at how far they’ve come 
since the ’50s-the ’60s even. But 
everything takes forever.” 

Joan’s rise to fiousehold-word 
status didn’t take that long, but 
she believes she has a long way to 
go yet to be really secure. 

“When people tell me how well 
I’m doing, I stare at them as if 
they’re crazy, because I don’t see 
that at all. I don’t think I’m any¬ 
where. I think only ... in the last 
six months . . . I’ve had enough 
confidence to tell myself ‘This is 
my space; I’m in charge here’ on 
shows.” 

A perquesite of fame she enjoys 
is being recognized on the street. 
“I dread the day when they stop 
recognizing me. And those stupid- 
ass performers-like A1 Pacino- 
who moan ‘Leave me alone.’ 
Hmph. If they wouldn’t wear a 
big hat and shades and a fur coat, 
they wouldn’t get recognized. 
You’d be surprised. 

And future plans? “I want to do 
nightclubs six months of the year 
and movies six months. I hope to 
grow in filmmaking so that anoth¬ 
er ten years down the road I’ll be 
talking about something like 
‘Annie Hall.’ ”

A dress rehearsal is 
a bit like am oceam liner’s 
shakedown cruise. Prob¬ 
lems can be ironed out, 
but you don’t know what 
will happen until the 
people snow up. Spring 
Opera Theater's first two 
productions this year felt 
like dress rehearsals in¬ 
stead of opening nights. 

LA RONDINE 

Puccini’s LA 

RONDINE is by no means 
a great opera. It is a 
hybrid of DIE FLEDER- 
MAUS and LA TRAVI- 
ATA, lacking dramatic 
tension that am audience 
is willing to believe. The 
score is far from 
Puccini's best. However, 
a week after seeing it, 
the music still haunts 
one’s ears, making it 
easy to forgive am open¬ 
ing night that didn’t pull 
together. The premiere 
was slow; a week later, 
when the singers had had 
a chance to work before 
an audience, the show 
ram much smoother. 

Spring Opera has 
always been a showcase 
for young talent, and the 
cast was most agreeable. 
As Magda, Leigh Munro 
was disarming, with a 
healthy voice and a 
lovely stage presence. 
David Eisler (who sang in 
CLO's KISMET this past 
summer) made am im- 

P ressive debut as 
runier. He is complete¬ 
ly at ease onstage amd 
helped to focus the 
dramatic action. As 
Lisette, Claudette 

Peterson was a delight. 

LA RONDINE does 
not adlow for much in the 
way of star turns. It is a 
low-key piece about the 


wist fulness of love amd 
comes in a poor second 
to a warhorse like LA 
BOHEME. Barry 

McCauley, one of the 
bright young talents on 
today's operatic stage, 
was not given much 
material to perform: the 
secondary tenor (Prunier) 
has much more to work 
with. It is to McCauley's 
credit that his innate 
sensitivity to a role al¬ 
lowed him to pull off the 
difficult final curtain in 
RONDINE and make it 
believable. His voice is 
growing; his stage pres¬ 
ence has always been 
striking. I would like to 
see him in a production 
of either ROMEO & 
JULIETTE or MANON so 
that he can show folks 
what he really can do. 

JULIUS CAESAR 

SPOT’s second pro¬ 
duction was eagerly an¬ 
ticipated. Little, if any, 
Handel has been per¬ 
formed in the Bay Area. 
JULIUS CAESAR can be 
an evening of sheer 
magic. Richard Brad¬ 
shaw had worked ex¬ 
tremely hard pruning the 
work down to a manage¬ 
able length. The produc¬ 
tion. as designed by John 
Conklin, works perfectly 
within SPOT's limited 
resources. A great deal 
of attention was focused 
on Carol Vaness. Her 
Cleopatra fulfilled all 
hopes and then some. 
She sang with a ravish- 
ingly florid tone. Her 
acting in the first act 
helped to establish Cleo¬ 
patra as young, playful, 
and willing to be "lucky 
in love." Her childlike 
delight in her beauty as 
opposed to her brother’s 


greed, helped to cement 
the interaction in about 
three zillion subplots. 

Kurt Adler man¬ 
aged to round up a like¬ 
able and talented cast. 
As Cornelia, Elvira 
Green made a stunning 
debut, singing with a rich 
voice and solid musician- 
ship. Gwendolyn Jones 
was finally given a 
chance to strut tier stuff 
in the role of Sextus and 
her talent proved awe¬ 
some. Some quibbled 
with John Ostendorf's 
Caesar, but I thought his 
low-key stage person¬ 
ality complemented 

Carol Vaness’ Cleopatra. 
(It is not easy to find a 
basso coloratura these 
days. The only memory 
on recordings is Norman 
Treigle, who had an in¬ 
credible voice.) Anyone 
who can sing the role of 
Caesar well deserves to 
be commended, and Mr. 
Ostendorf was more than 
adequate. Daniel 

Collins, a countertenor 
who has performed often 
in Europe, took on the 
role of Ptolemy. The 
sound is perfect for the 
character of Cleopatra’s 
kid brother, who is 
basically a whining, 

? ower-hungry brat. The 
one of his voice might 
have grated at times. 
People are not used to 
hearing a countertenor 
and it riles them. But 
his voice worked per¬ 
fectly to achieve the

dramatic effect needed. 
His ability to pull off the 
difficult fionture was 
remarkable. 

With so much 
talent onstage, why, 
then, did the production 
come at the 

seams? The villain here 
is the director, Michael 
Kahn, whose lack of sen¬ 
sitivity to the work was 
appalling. Earlier this 
year I nad attended a 
recital by a budding 
young tenor who adored 
the bel canto repertoire, 
but alas, did not realize 
that he could not sing it.

Shakespeare Theatre. 
His love for opera is 
boundless. But I fear he 
bit off more than he 
could chew. 

Reports during re¬ 
hearsals told some nair- 
raising stories of un¬ 
professional behavior. 
The moment of truth 
arrives when the curtain 
goes up, and it became 
apparent that while Mr. 
Kahn might have had 
some good ideas, he 
clearly ran out of time. 
Although some of the 
singers felt they were 
over-rehearsed ; it was 
painfully obvious that 


after ' the first 40 
minutes Mr. Kahn was 
frantically trying to 
direct traffic with very 
poor results. 

By the second act, 
he had his supers ridicu¬ 
lously marching back and 
forth in front of Cleo¬ 
patra during her big aria, 
*Da Tempesta.” All of 
us at one time or another 
waited until the last 
minute to write a term 
paper. Despite a solid 
start, we found ourselves 
scribbling furiously as 
time ram out so that the 
final product was pretty 
incoherent. The last 
hour of SPOT's produc¬ 
tion of JULIUS CAESAR 
looked as if a kid in the 
sixth grade had staged it. 
It was horrifyingly inept, 
and the audience was 
reduced to giggles. 

In the pit, Richard 
Bradshaw was taking the 
music at a lightning clip, 
which did not give the 
singers much support. 
Several horn solos tell to 
smithereens in passages 
that are extremely 
vulnerable. Perhaps the 
race in the pit was an 
attempt to move the 
action along where the 
director had failed. If 
so, it was a sad mis¬ 
calculation. Handel's 
music is glorious and 
needs time to breathe, 
like wine. For his cur¬ 
tain call, Kahn was 
roundly booed. At that

Tennessee Wil¬ 
liams' watchers agree 
that his 1975 "Memoirs" 
were pretty much life as 
seen through a bottle's 
bottom. Or, memory be¬ 
comes touching screen 
play. 

Not a few (as Gore 
Vidal) have taken pen in 
talon to right the tilted 
frames. No one it seems 
will ever straighten Ten¬ 
nessee out as he's been 
inventing himself for too 
many years. 

Donald Windham, a 
friend of Williams from 
his days of obscurity to 
the years of his tri¬ 
umphs, has recently 
offered his record 
straightening with his 
letter collection from 
Tennessee (1940 - 1965). 
The "Memoirs" had given 
Windham naught but a 
passing nod. No queen 
lets pass a snub like 


that. . . And so Windham 
has spread out his 
Williams' connection . . . 
with notes (which grow 
more pithy — and — 
as the 
wearies). 

Windham was 19 
when he met the already 
jaded Williams in New 
York in 1940. Both were 
southern belles, both 
were literary types 
(Windham went on to be¬ 
come an admired but un¬ 
discovered novelist and 
short story writer). They 
became fast friends 
("sisters" we'd say in the 
trade), lived together off 
and on, and corresponded 
regularly. Before fame 
struck, Tennessee lived 
the life of migrant, pen¬ 
niless bard — always 
escaping, following the 
sun, yearning for a place 
to get away to, a place 
to rest. 
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or come to 419 So. Van Ness 
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The pair collabo¬ 
rated and camped their 
way through WWH. Their 
joint effort was a stage 
adaptation of D. H. 
Lawrence's "The Fox" 
entitled "You Touched 
Me." When the play was 
tried out in Cleveland, 
Williams urged Windham 
to publicize his year in a 
TB Sanitarium as Ten¬ 
nessee was promoting his 
own bad heart for the 
Pasadena Playhouse pro¬ 
duction. Confides 

Williams, "Reasons ap¬ 
parent — stern attitude 
toward young men out of 
army." 

The war to both 
writers was but a tempo¬ 
ral referent: before the 
war, during the war, and 
after the war. All else 
was either a convenience 
(the thousands of sailors 
and soldiers on the loose 
and horny) or an incon¬ 
venience (rising prices 
and the housing short- 

S *e). Their heroes (Hart 
rane, Christopher 

Isherwood, Melville, and 
Whitman) all saw action 
of a different kind. 

The letters are 
perhaps the first volume 
of Gay letters ever pub¬ 
lished. Tennessee

came Windham's way. 

The book ends on 
an even more disturbing 
note — a 4-page appen¬ 
dix from Donald Wind¬ 
ham's notebook.

TAKING CARE OF MRS. 
CARROLL 
by Paul Monette 
Little-Brown; $8.95 

Sometimes we be¬ 
come overwhelmed by 
the blurbs that shout 
from the jackets of each 
spring crop of new 
novels. Each one 

screams "Buy me! Buy 
me!" Is the book really 
what the jacket says it 
is? Not always. Which 
brings us to "Taking Care 
of Mrs. Carroll."

This first novel was 
recently billed as a main 
selection by a Gay book 
club. I quote from the 
jacket. "The giddy spirit 
of the classic Hollywood 
screwball comedies som¬ 
ersaults through 

Monette's novel: it is 
filled with as many crazy 
convolutions as 'Bringing 
Up Baby' and is executed 
with the breakneck speed 
and agility of 'His Girl 
Friday."'. Well, not quite. 

There is no doubt 
that Mr. Monette can 
write. His dialogue is 
believable, the charac¬ 
ters are valid, and the 
story manages to carry 
us along. But the jour¬ 
ney does not remind us 
of a "screwball comedy." 
Certainly there are some 
comic moments, but 
"Mrs. Carroll" is, at 
heart, a serious love 
story about David and 
Rick, two Gays who are 
-attempting to patch a 
badly damaged affair. 

Mrs. Beth Carroll, 
a wealthy woman in her 
eighties, “has just expired 
as the tale unfolds; and 
David, her houseboy on 
the estate, is caught off 
guard by her death. Her 
lover, an old farmer with 
an ingenuous mind, is 
determined to pass off 
an old friend from Holly¬ 
wood as Mrs. Carroll. 
The old lady had made 
out her will but had 
failed to sign it at the 
time of her death. The 
farmer, named Phidias, 


wants to see to it that 
the land does not pass on 
to the grown children, 
who, of course, may at¬ 
tempt to gain the land. 

At this . point 
David's ex-lover, Rick, is 
sent for. He arrives with 
Madeleine Cosquer, an 
aging Hollywood star 
whose career is near its 
end. She is persuaded to 
impersonate Mrs. Carroll 
to fool the family attor¬ 
ney when he witnesses 
her signing the will. To 
complicate matters, a 
son, Tony, unexpectedly 


stunning climax and a 
comic surprise, he had 
better look elsewhere. 
The conclusion sneaks up 
on us quietly and then 
fades away. 

But let us not write 
off Paul Monette. He 
should be encouraged. 
His skills in character¬ 
ization and his insights 
into the human dilemma 
are clear.

Their lives 
have touched or crossed 
before (or have they?) 
and through the course 
of their sea-and-shore 
escapade, they learn 
more about each other 
(or do they?) and more 
about themselves. . . 

Monette spins the 
time-honored device of 
reality assaulting fiction 
. . . the fact losing out to 
the image, the mirror 
weaker than the reflec¬ 
tion. He pits craggy 
New England farmers 
against campy Southern 
Californian theatrical 
agents, sex against love, 
age versus youth. He 
serves up four Gay play¬ 
ers — opposite points on 
the compass. The four 
revolve around an 
aging/ageless movie star 
(a composite of every 
i^g-godaess ever ele¬ 
vated) the indestructible 
Madeleine Cosquer. 

(Gore Vidal couldn't nave 
come up with a more 
vivid montage.) 

And while in the 
shell game of reality hid¬ 
ing deeper realities (and 
the same can be said of 
this novel) there is more 
to it all than meets the 
eye. 

The book jacket 
blurb concludes, 

"Monette has written a 
story that's powerful, en¬ 
during, clever — and 
very sexy." For once I 
do not find the PR a 
gross overstatement, but 
accurate. And I would 
add, finely written. As I 
closed the book, I felt 
myself deeply touched — 
as only the occasional 
Capote has been able to 
do. 

Merle Miller is also 
quoted on the jacket. 
iPaul Monette has a bril¬ 
liant future; he has in his 
first novel guaranteed a 
brilliant present." I 
agree. There are flick¬ 
ers of brilliance about 
this book — lying be¬ 
neath the surface and 
coming through now and 
again — brief rockets ex¬ 
ploding against the night 
sky.

A Bit Gay

And when Elizabeth says 
that. underneath, the 
macno Mexican is a 
homosexual? 

FUENTES: I think 
there is a latent homo¬ 
sexuality in machismp, 
very definitely. Men in 
Mexico tend to get to¬ 
gether; even in the re¬ 
unions of the upper 
bourgeoisie you always 
see this strict division 
between men and wo¬ 
men. The men are al¬ 
ways together; the 
women are set apart. If 
you go to a construction 
site in Mexico it is quite 
interesting to observe 
the workers on their 
lunch hour when they 
break. They have defi¬ 
nitely homosexual atti¬ 
tudes towards one an¬ 
other. They caress each 
other's buttocks, they 
pinch their navels, they 
pat their faces. I've also 
seen the same thing in 
Italy where the men and 
the women are kept 
apart at parties, where 
the men tend to gaze at 
themselves in the mirror 
constantly, to admire 
themselves, to touch 
their lapels, their ties, 
each other, to sort of be 
in love with each other. 
Yes, there is this thing in 
machismo that you really 
can only confide in a 
man, because a man 
doesn't break. You can 
tell your sorrows to him, 
you can get drunk with 
him, you can talk about 
women with him — 
against women basically. 
There is this sort of 
sectarian attitude of the 
males against the wo¬ 
men, but very much in 
my country, as I've said 
before, inspired, I think, 
by a terror of women, a 
terror of the secret 
powers of women.
